This is the largest major- 
ity that any party has ever had in the ieg- 
islature.

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BOMBS WERE THROWN 


From the Gallery of a Theater at Bar- 
celona, Spain. 


FIFTEEN PEOPLE WERE KILLED BY THEM 


Whilesa Half Dozen Others Were Tramp- 
led to Death in the Mad Rush for the 
Exits—Arrest of Anarchists. 


- —— 


Barcelona, November 8&.—A dynamite 
bomb, thrown by alleged anarchists into 
the midst of a crowded theater, is the lat- 
est outrage and disaster to be recorded in 
Spain. The Liceo theater, on the Ram- 
bla de Capuchinos, the Italian opera house, 
a@ magnificent building, which is sometimes 
classed as the largest theater in Europe, 
was filled last night with a large and dis- 
tinguished audience and it is estimated to 
have numbered close on to 4,000 people, 
The opera “William Tell” was being per- 
formed for the first time after a long in- 
terval. 

While the performance was proceeding 
and the enjoyment was at its height, two 
dynamite bombs were suddenly hued from 
the topmost gallery into the midst of the 
slalls on the floor of the house. One of 
the dynamite bombs exploded with a ter- 
rible report, which shook the theater to 
its foundations and which scattered death, 
wounds and destruction whon all 
The second bomb, happily, did not explode, 
having fallen in the lap of a lady from 
Whence it rolled harmlessly to the floor. 

The explosion of the bomb caused a scene 
of terror and confusion rarely witnessed in 
a theater. The whole audience rose to its 
feet with horror and dismay, hardly know- 
ing What had uwappened—the building ring- 
jug with shrieks of fear, cries of pain and 
exclamations of vengeance.

sin0ke and dust, falling glass and plaster, 
Which caused a horrible rattling din, which 
added ty the horrors of the situation and 
Which increased the feeling of terror and 
Wid panic that animated the vast wudience, 

A Mad Rush for the Doors. 

The terrified crowd, fearing that at any 
Moment another bomb might be thrown. 
completely lost: all sense of control. All 
regard for women and children seemed to 
Vanish in those moments of fear, and there 
Was a fierce and mad hustling rush for the 
doors men and women herce:y fighting 
With each other as they crushed weaker 
ones beneath their feet in the effort to es- 
cape from the dynamite-shaken theater, 
leaving the wounded and dying behind 
them, attended only by a few of the braver 
heads who remained faithful to their dear 
ones. Tn this mad rush many old people 
and children were severely injured through 
being trampled under foot, while others 
were severely bruised and crushed by the 
Outpouring crowd. 

Thus, in a few minutes, compara- 
tvely, the theater was emptied, except of 
the dead and injured. The stalls presented 
a terrible sight. The part where the bomb 
exploded Was a mass of splintered wreckage, 
amid which lay a number of dead bodies, 
some of them so terribly mangled 
beyond recognition.

Fifteen todies in One Heap. 

When the wreckage was in some degree 
cared away it was found that fifteen dead 
bodies, of which six were those of men 
and nine the corpses of women. The bodies 
of the ladies lay close together, their bright- 
colored evening dresses, laces and jewelry, 
gloves, hats and bonnets and other finery 
drenched in blood and torn in the most 
tearful mapner, 

It is reported that soon after the exami- 
mation of the dead began that a large pro- 
portion of the killed belonged to one fam- 
ily who had taken a number of tickets, it is 
presumed, forming a theater party in honor 
of the birthday of one of those lving there 
shattered to death by the anarchist bomb. 

At some distance from the fatal spot 
where the fifteen dead bodies inv beneath 
the wreckage were groaning in agony many 
ladies and gentlemen who had been 
wounded by splinters of wood, pieces of 
glass and fragments of iron. Of those 
wounded several were so seriously hurt that 
they may not recover from the effects of the 
explosion. 

The doctors who had been hastily sum- 
moned by the police arrived in quick sue- 
cession and immediately commenced a cure- 
ful examination of the victims of this latest 
horrible outrage on the part of anarchists. 
Then the dead were removed and laid to- 
gether and the wounds of those who were 
more seriously hurt were then attended to. 
"The stairs and corridors were next searched 
for dead and wounded people, who fell vic- 
tims to that terrible rush for the doors 
Which followed the explosion. Upon the 
stairs and in the corridors three persons 
were found lying dead and a large number 
of seriously injured people: were picked up. 

Arrests of Anuarchiats, 

Throughout the night the theater was 
burrounded by a dense crowd who packed 
the Rambla de Capuchinos to the utmost. 
and who were with dithculty kept back by 
a strong body of police. It seemed from 
the appearance of the streets that the whole 
of the population of Barcelona was out of 
doors, and many were the expressions of 
bitter indignation from all 
the anarchists. 

But while the people are indignant and 
madly incensed at the dynamite bomb out- 
rage, following so closely upon the attempt 
made by Pamas to take the life of Captain 
dieneral Martinez Campos, there is a uni- 
versal feeling of consternation at the help- 
lessness of the government in this emer- 
gency. All the houses inhabited by sus- 
pected anarchists have been searched and 
several arrests have been made. Among 
the first arrested were those of an Italian 
named Saldani and a Frenchman named 
Aragon. 

It is presumed that the actual bomb 
thrower has escaped and that the police 
were simply rounding up the anarchists’ 
haunts with the hope of finding some clue 
to the aetual perpetrator of the crime. 
dseneral Campos, as soon as he was in- 
formed of the outrage, immediately wired 
to Madrid and government messages mo- 
nopolized the wires for the remainder of 
the night.

There is stil much uncertainty as to the 
Number of injured. Among the dead is 
an American named TI igureas. His wife 
was badly wounded, but is now progress- 
ing favorably. Mrs. Figureas has not vet 
been informed of her husband's death and 
her condition does not warrant the sad 
news being communicated to her. The un- 
exploded bomb was found under a seat and 
js identical with those used by Pallas, the 
anarchist. 

The Bomb-Thrower Caucht.

Eighty 
persons are in a serious condition, some of 
them from injuries and others froin fright.

stantly killed this morning by Mr. J. W.

“The imme- 
diate cause of this last trouble was because 
Clapp opposed Perrin at the election last 
Saturday for member of the board of edu- 
cation. When Perrin met Clapp in the road 
today he stopped him and denounced him 
and told him he had to take the insult. 
Perrin grabbed hold of Clapp’s cripple leg, 
but he jerked loose. After Clapp — got 
away from Perrin some witnesses say 
Clapp fired his pistol five times at Perrin. 
Others say Perrin grabbed Clapp’s ax from 
the back of his wagon and threw it at 
Clapp before Clapp fired. Perrin was shot 
three times. Perrin fell unconscious to the 
ground and expired instantly. Clapp drove 
to Augusta and surrendered himself and is 
now in jail. 

The coroner's jury found a verdict eharg- 
ing Clapp with murder. The grand jury will 
investigate the case tomerrow. Both men 
were prominent and well connected. Clapp 
is a cripple and has a wife and five chil- 
dren. He says he regrets having shot Per- 
rin, but says he felt his life Was in danger 
when he fired.

SPOKE TOO EARLY. 


Relief Which Was on the Way to Brons- 
wick Is Sent Elsewhere. 


SHE WAS EXPECTING TO GET IT 


When the Appeal for Help Was Witb- 
drawn The New York World Order- 
ed the Train tothe Sea Islands. 


Brunswick, Ga., November 8.—Thirteen 
new and one death were reported 
today. The dead is J. HW. Hickman, white. 
Three of the pew ure Whites, as fol- 
lows: 

Ludavie Nelson, 
Z. &. Mullius. Twelve 
charged, three of them 
W. W. Hall, W. Gelow 
well, There are 126 patients under treat- 
ment, the twelve discharged and one dead 
today striking a balance with thirteen new 
cases, The death rate is still 6.4, the Mon- 
golian being officially counted, but not ofh- 
cially summed weth the whites and blacks. 

The weather is cool and bracing, but the 
ground is dampened by showers and makes 
outdoor exercise disagreeable. Until a 
great change in the wind is brought about 
no hope for frost or ice can be expected. 

The public, however, not be sur- 
prised if ice forms before frost is seen. 

The relief committee was informed today 
that the New York relief train had been 
started south, and that the train was in- 
tended originally for division among. the 
Brunswick and sea island sufferers, but 
as Brunswick had announced to the public 
that her wants were supplied, aud the editer 
of The World had been informed that the 
suffering on the-sea islands was very great 
and almost unalleviated, he had decided 
that the object for which the fund was 
raised could’ be best subserved by sending 
the larger part of the supplies to the sea 
islands. Ln accordance. with that idea, 
two car loads of goods will be sent to Bruns- 
wick, The committee received the letter 
Without comment and no otfhelal aetion 
was taken. Individually, however, they 
expressed regret at The World's action, for 
they hoped that all the supplies raised for 
Bruuswick would come. It will be remem- 
bered by newspaper readers that the com- 
mittee’s announcement that no more aid 
was needed was based upon the amount of 
supplies on hand and the personal assurance 
from Dr. Bowen, of The World, that at 
least ten cars fully loaded would be sent. 
After conferring with Dr. Bowen the com- 
mittee held their resolutions for three days, 
to allow the relief train to start. Bruns- 
wick could have gotten along nicely if the 
relief train had come, and they wanted no 
more than wa#Massured them, but the eut- 
ting down jin supplies promised they will 
have to be extremely sparing or they will 
not pull through,

GHANCELLOR BOGGS ADDRESSES

The Members on the Subject of the Uni- 
versity—Dr. Jones’s Speech—The 
Stste Bank Tax.

The annual address of Chancellor Boggs, 
of the State university, which was deliv- 
ered before the joint ‘session of the house 
and senate yesterday, was a polished, schol- 
arly and deeply impressive argument for 
some provision for the growing needs of 
the institution. Promptly at noon the 
chancellor appeared at the door of the house 
escorted by the members of the senate. He 
was introduced in a few ringing and elo- 
quently turned sentences by ‘Mr. Boifeuil- 
et, of Bibb, who temporarily occupied the 
shair, and at onee began his address of 
which the following is a synopsis: 

Dr. bogg & Address. 

Dr. Boggs began by an adversion to 
the provision of the law under which he 
annually addressed the general assembly 
on the “conditions, itterests aed wants” 
of the university. It necessarily follows, he 
continued, that the state contemplates some 
action as the result. Wherein would be 
the senee of bearing if not to result in do- 
ing? What would be the reason why the 
pressure of public business should be laid 
for the time being aside to listen to the

Precedent in the Past. 


en upon examination it is found that an 
appropriation is needed then the precedent 
of former legislatures will urge a donation. 
Before the treaty of Paris had been signed. 
that good man, Governor Lyman, urged 
upon the legislature of Augusta the wis 
dom of laying early foundations for semi- 
naries of learning. Prompt to carry out 
this patriotic sugyestion, the legislature 
on February 25, 1784, donated 40,000 acres 
of land for college purposes. Less’ than 
twelve months after the act was passed, 
that is the charter of the 
University of Georgia, Washisgton, from 
his princely fortune, endowed the univer- 
sity of Lexington, Va. Thomas Jefferson 
donated fifty years of his life to the promo- 
tion of education, its crowning glory being 
the great University of Virginia. Men in 
his day, as now, argued against higher ed- 
ucation, but Jefferson’s keener reason saw 
that the result of such narrowness was to 
deprive the commonwealth of the thinkers 
of the future and injure the common 
schools by failing to provide them with 
trained teachers—-the very cause that is 
today blighting the common schools of Geor- 
gia. : 
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Scope of Hicher Education. 

The purposes of this education are: 

1. To form the statesmen, legislators aud 
judges on whom public prosperity and indi- 
vidua? happiness so much depends. 

<. To expand the principles and structur 
of government. 

3. To harmonize and promote the inter! 
ests of agriculture, matufactures and com- 
meree, and by well informed views of polit- 
ical economy to give full scope to public 
industry. 

+. ‘l'o develop the reasoning faculties of 
our youth, enlarge their minds and culti- 
vate their morals. 

9. To enlighten them with mathematical 
and physical science. 

6. And, generally, to form them to hab- 
its ot reflection and correct action. 

For these reasons Jefferson was unwill 
ing to leave higher education wholly in the 
hands of religious bodies and other corpo- 
rations, 

Higher education, he said, had claimed 
his first efforts and should have his last, 
and be was as good as his word, and at his 
own request there was written upon his 
tomb, “‘He was the Father of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia.” 

The great northern states have adhered 
to Jefferson's views on education with un- 
speakable benefit to their people. They 
have fostered both branches hand in hand, 
and teday have consequently great univer- 
sities and excellent common schools. On 
the other hand, we, in Georgia, are depart- 
ing from this wise principle, and in giving 
“gall our money to the common schools fail 
utterly. to supply them with competent 
teachers. 

The author of Christianity Himself laid 
out his strength in providing good teachers 
into whose hands He could;safely commit 
the great work of enlizhtejiug the world, 


| His command was, “Go ye, therefore, and | 
| teach all nations.” 
iit Needs Heip. 


I shall now lay down the last proposi- 
tion—that the university n and de- 
serves help. First, we have the_ message 
of the governor to the legislature in Octo- 
ber, 1Syz. The State university, he says, 
is not prepared for that broad and com- 
prehensive work that it should accomplish, 
because of lack of support. He also rec- 
ommends a “siberal appropriation.” Noth- 
ing need be said as to Governor Northen’s 
qualifications to pass an opinion; he 1s 
widely known and respected as an educator 
of the very first ability. He is known, 
moreover, as a lover and helper of the 
common schools, but he knows that by giv- 
ing a few thousand dollars from the com- 
mon school fund to the university you 
really thereby help the common schools. 
He is intimately acquainted with the af- 
fairs of the. university, he often sits in 
council with us, knows what we have and 
what we need. 

The committee who visited us last June 
have reported strongly recommending an 
appropriation to fill the vacant chair in as- 
tronomy, to build a sma observatory, to 
replace worn and useless furniture and for 
other purposes. 

Next is the report of the board appointed 
by the governor to inspect the university. 
This was composed’ of Dr. W. J. Scott, 
Gustavus J. Orr, James E. Park, Jere M 
Pound and A. M. VanHouse. They say: 
“We believe in three grades of scholars— 
the common schools, the branch colleges 
and the State university. All these need 
more than they now receive, especially the 
last named. The object of the university 
as we conceive jt is to afford means of 
higher education, not to any caste or class, 
but all alike. It should tower above all 
institutions which aspire to be Its riva.s. 
* * * The university needs money and 
we submit that our great state will defeat 
its own interests as Jong as it shall continue 
to keep the alma mater of many of its 
noblest citizens in her present half-clad, 
half-starved condition.” 

In the report of 1891 it is said: “There 
ean be no wiser appropriation than for im- 
proving educational institutions. We heart- 
ily recommend that an additional appropria- 
tion of $15,000 or $20,000 be made in or- 
der to make the State university equal to 
the work required.” 

The report of 1892 calls attention to the 
fact that in the preceding year not a dollar 
was received from the legislature. The 
report of 1893 is signed by P. E. Davant, 
M. L. Brittain, B. M. Zettier, J. M. Stew- 
art, Jr.. and W. M. Slaton—all experi- 
enced educators. “The university is doing 
magnificent work for the state. Its faculty 
comes from the most famous universities | 
of America and Europe, and in our opin- 
ion are unmler paid. Niggardly salaries 
have lost to Georgia many men in times 
past who have gone to enrich the colleges 
of other states.” 

some Charges Answered. 

The university needs your help and un- 
less forbidden by actual poverty you ought, 
for Georgia’s sake, to give it to us how. 

interested nd prejudiced people have 
sought to damage us in your eyes. It is 
said that the university is “godless.” In 
reply 1 will say that there is never a morn- 
ing that our labors are not commenced 
by prayer. We teach  n0 special 
creed, but the broad religion of Jesus Christ 
as apphed to man. 

They say again that our boys are not 
moral. On my honor as a gentleman it 1s 
a calumny. Our boys are not perfect, but 
as good, no better, and as bad, no worse, 
than you and LI when_ boys. They have 
a branch of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation conducted: by themselves and the 
majority of them belong to some chureh. 
They are not perfect, but as a whole, hon- 
est, manly, upright, moral young men. 

it is asked-by some why we are not sup- 
ported by donations? say, the time 1 
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not ripe for it yet, but will come with the 
eoming years. The south is still poor, but 
I look forward to the day when the uni- 
versity will be the beneficiary under many 
a rich man’s will. In the meantime, help 
us and help us now. - 

r. Boggs closed with an eloquent per- 
oration in which he made a graceful allu- 
sion to the late Senator Hilt, and an appeal 
to help the nniversity that it may turn out 
more of such men. 

He was warmly applauded, and at the 
close of his remarks was tendered a rising 
vote of thanks.

Standing Committees. 

The general judiciary committee reported 
favorably on several bills, among them that 
relative to the exemption of one year's sup- 
port from lien, and for the amendment of 
sections 2267, 2606 and 2618 of the code. 

I he bills to protect the creditors of in- 
so.vent corporations, to provide for the ap- 
pointment of special deputy sheriffs, and 
so fix the time for holding justice courts 
were sent back with recommendations that 
they do not pass, 

The bill to permit confederate soldiers 
to peddle without license was recommended 
to be recommitted. 

The committee on county and county 
matters recommended that the bill requir- 
ing the appointment of election managers 
in Catoosa county be passed; also the bill 
providing compensation for the board of 
commissioners of roads and revenues jn 
the same county; to amend the charter of 
Conyers; to provide registration for Chatta- 
hoochee county, and to prohibit fast driv 
ing over certain public bridges. 

The bill amending the act prohibiting the 
sale of cotton in seed in Jasper county 
was adversely reported upon. 

The committee on banks reported recom- 
mending that the bill to provide for the 
issue of circulating notes for state banks 
pass by substitute and be made a special 
order for Tuesday next at 11 o'clock. Also 
that 200 copies of the bill be printed and 
circulated for the use of members. 

The finance committee recommended the 
passage of the following bills: 

To pay a balance of $469.99 to the state 
printer on the report of the geologist. 

To authorize the issue of S&368.,000 to 
pay the interest on the publie debt of 1893 

To amend the tax law relative to brew- 
ing companies and packing houses. 

To change the time for making tax re- 
turns. 

To refund payment made on liquor license 
by William A. Ruddy. 

To release R. L. Schwartz and J. F. 
Stalling from the bond of Calvin White. 

An adverse report was made _ upon 
the bill to compel the payment 
of time checks and due _ Obills’ on 
demand and the bill to repeal the act rela- 
tive to homesteads and exemptions. 

e committee also reported adversely 
upon the house resolutions granting pen- 
sions for 1891 to Mrs. Georgia A. Winkle- 
dorf, of Itlingham county; Mrs. F. L. 
Stark and Mrs. Sarah Tucker. 

The house resolution ‘authorizing the 
governor to purchase 300 codes and 150 
form books was favorably reported upon. 

The committee on military affairs reec- 
ommended that the bill exempting certain 
members of the Eastman Volunteers from 
jury duty be read and re-committed. 

The committee on education recommended 
that the bills establishing public school 
systems at Thomasville, Jesup, Lawrence- 
ville and Canton be passed. 

The bill to establish a uniform system of 
school books was re-committed. 

The committee on special judiciary re- 
ported favorably upon the following bilis: 

To change the time of holding superior 
conrt in the Rome circnit. 

To provide additional jurors for superior 
courts. 

The committee on public library reported 
favorably upon accepting the gift of books 
from Dr. Battey, of Rome. 

Vhysical Pools, 


The senate notified the house by message 
that it had passed a resolution for a joint 
committee. to investigate ‘“‘physical pools” 
alleged combinations to control the trans- 
portation of cotton, and that Senator Smith, 
of the thirty-fourth, and Senator Wilson, 
of the eleventh, had been appointed on such 
committee. 

Booming the State. 


A joint resolution was introduced by Mr. 
Calvin, of Richmond, to authorize the pub- 
lication of a handbook setting forth the 
advantages of Georgia from csimatie and 


other standpoints, The resolution stated 
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that the governor was constantly in re- 
ceipt of Jetters inquiring into the induce- 
ments to settlers in this state, and that the 
handbooks, one by Dr. J. P. Jones and 
the other by Hon. John T. Henderson, ex- 
commissioner of agriculture, which dealt 
very fully with the subject, are now out of 
print. In view of this fact it was asked 
that the present commissioner of agrieul- 
ture be instructed to prepare such a vol- 
ume for gratuitous distribution outside of 
the state and sold to such residents as de- 
sired it. The resolution provides that the 
cost shall be defrayed as far as possible 
from funds on hand in the agricultural de- 
partment, or if insufficient that part of the 
revenue from the inspection of fertilizers 
be applied to the purpose. e resolu- 
tion was referred to the committee on gen- 
eral agriculture. 
An Act Approved. 


‘The governor,communicated to the house 
his approval of hofise bill No. 236 to amend 
the public school law of Marietta so as to 
change the amount of school bonds, the ma- 
turing of the same and the collection of 
fees from pupils in the high school at that 
place. This is the first bill signed this ses- 
8101.
